Can any one be to ignorant at to 
imagine that the Legislative Assembly of 
thit) colony puoseaaet the power of dii- 
chareing a clergyman of the Church of 
England from the obligation of hit oaths 
of canonical obedience ; and yet, would 
not the effect of the Bill under consider*' 
tion enable a clergyman, in defiance of his 
ordiutiy t to receive the eraojumenta of his 
living, although he might preach heretical 
dotlrmes, and regard the Rubrical direc- 
tion! of the Book of Common Prayer, 
which every clergyman of the Church of 
England lit tart he will observe, at obso- 
lete and without authority to regulate his 
ministrations t The clergy are not to 
ignorant and illiterate— nor are they so 
miserably servile and dependent as the 
hunaurabit member for fit. Vincent 
would, for hit own purposes, in- 
sinuate.

It 
Would, We have reason lu believe, afford 
much pleasure tolhe clergy to be enabled 
to fort e tl irregularities arid offences pu rely 
ecclesiastical, without reference to the 
ArcliiepiicopsI Cuurl of Canterbury | but 
the manner tu which this it to be effected 
hat not yet been determined by those most 
competent to form an opinion upon the 
•object Hun we are that the honorable 
member for St. Vincent bat given nu evi- 
dence that he is capable of applying the 
remedy , and that the only etfect of his 
proposition nill be, at «y si observed by 
the honorable member for Durham, to 
plunge the llaue into a profitless religi- 
ous, or rather irreiigioui discussion. 
Mem tiers h-ili talk about what they do 
not underslandj and therefore waste their 
eciout time. If the honorable member 
iiaJ iniioJuted tlie Church Discipline Act, 
recently adopted by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, with the unanimous consent of 
Biihopj, Clergy, and Laitw, we thould at 
least have given him credit for honesty of 
purpose. The provision! uf thai Act are 
very simple in their construction, and 
aatiafactory in operation. It subjects a 
clergyman to be tried fur canonical of- 
fences (he hat no claim to exemption or 
peculiar privileges in retperl of crimes 
against the statute law) by a jury of hii 
teen, under commission from the Uttiiop. 
This it as it thould be. The accused 
party it brought before those who cannot 
be luppoted to be destitute of «ym pat hies 
for hit position, and who are doubt leu 
mo»t competent, from the ns title of their 
education, to form a corn-cl estimate uf 
the nature, character, and demerit*, of the 
alleged offence. We are not suie that 
this Bill is not already applicable to 
this colony ; but ihuuM it not have 
been so provided in the Imperial 
Act, the colonial clergy as well as 
laity would doubtless bt glad to tee it 
adopted, ll is unquestionably possi- 
ble for a clergyman to be hulilually 
guilty of many thingi contrary to decency 
and order in hit lacred iiiitiistratiutis, 
and thus bring scandal upon the Church, 
and alienate the affections of ill cunaistent 
members. Shall, then, the contumacious 
clergyman lie protected by an Acl of ihe 
colonial tefriilalure, under then* offensive 
c ire ti m st;, i ices, and lie enabled to let at 
naught his Hisiior's admonitions and the 
cumplaintt of dittaliifaclion on the putt 
of hit congregation 4 Hut what corrective 
is to be applied in a case uf thit descrip- 
tion ahuuld the llill of the honurubie 
member become Ihe Jaw of the coluuy 1 
It uuuld nut be impossible ... aqjuce 
one or two cases in iljuatralion uf lue 
inconvenience which would he occa- 
sionally felt by the practical operation of 
the Bill in question ; but at we care not 
to riak the imputation of peraonalitiei, 
we shall leave it to the memories of Ihe 
gentlemen who moved and seconded its 
introduction lu supply an instance.

Tuumuch, however, at a successor 
might not be so judicious and considerate 
aa the present Bisriur or Australia, 
we believe there are some of the clergy of 
this diocese who would not be unwilling 
to tee it enacted thai the BisHor't license 
should be at effective at institution to a 
benefice, similarly tu the provision of the 
Act for building additional churches in 
England ; but such a measure a* this mutt 
alto be accompanied with the Church 
Discipline Act. It must, we conceive, be 
apparent from these few remarki, that the

LAW REFORM — SUPREME COURT 
FEES. 

iHnirTNnpjrr of all other causes of lb* 
great and unnecessary expense of Jaw pro- 
ceeding! in this colony (at we lately sug- 
gested), is the heavy, unjust, and therefore 
unwarrantable taxation of suitors, in the 
office of the Suiireine Court. As if it 
were not enough tot a man, when bring- 
ing hi) action or suit, to be compelled to 
pay Ihoaa heavy expenses which are un- 
avoidable upon bis being obliged to resort 
tu legal uiiitance, he ia at almost every 
stage of the cause compelled alao to pay a 
fee to the revenue, A tuminons or a lub- 
ptrna cannot be issued, but money is de- 
manded and paid. We are aware that thit 
fee gathering has its defenders ; but we du 
not think that they are successful in vin- 
dicating the system, or that they under- 
stand what they attempt to vindicate. We 
are well aware that Mr. Pitt considered, 
or affected to consider, a law suit as a 
luxury, which, like other luxuries, was 
therefore a lit object for taxation. ; but a 
much greater man than he, Mr. Jiaxtiv 
BtMTiitH, more truly regarded litigation 
as an evil ; and deemed it uf the eiience 
of injustice to impose ou a lawtuit, which, 
is one evil, taxation, which is another It 
would be at fair, he thought, to lax a man 
for being ill, by enacting that nu physi- 
cian thould writ* a prescription ekcept 
upon a stamp. 

But establish me. nta mutt be kept up 
which provide the necessary machinery 
for carryiag ou the judicial business uf the 
colony, No doubt tiny mult j but why 
make the itiilort alone support these rut- 
blithinents I The reader may perhaps 
say that the auitori, who reap the 
benefit, ought to bear the bnr- 
thcu. Without staying to enquire 
whether Ihe Supreme Court is a place 
where one can " lake a benefit" of any 
kind, we muit deity that whatever good 
ii secured by the decisions of the Court is 
confined to the suitors alone. In the very 
nature of the service rendered by that 
tribunal, a benefit — i. «., a rule of art ion 
— ii provided, or supposed to be provided, 
fur every man who ii or may be concerned 
in the business or life. Not only ia the 
private right adjusted in the particular 
instance, but all other men of butinesi are 
saved the expense of litigation in the same 
or a similar ccmttit of circumstances. 
Wiiy, tlien, should the private miturt pay 
for all 1 When the benefit is general, 
why should not the burthen be general I 
And if the cij-ntur cannot be resitted, 
why ahould not the judicial establishments 
he charged upon the general revenue, and 
Iheir corti Ihns made (In the words of 
tiiieen EiilJiMtTH) to rest tightly on 
many, instead uf pressing heavily on a 
few I 

We would recommend, then, to Mr. 
('..it ; i ■ ii , before the Committee of Enquiry 
(into the powers or the Judges), of which 
he is the chairman, bring up their report, 
lu consider the propriety of incorporating 
in it a suggestion to the above effect for 
the consideration of the House. And in 
order to give it effect it might not be amtu 
if the Committee were to mike themselves 
acquainted with the extent uf the evil, by 
enquiring into instances. In a late case!, 
an application to the Court to appoint a 
guardian to an infant, we believe the fret 
jtaid to the Government alone (and that 
merely in the Master's Office) exceeded 
twenty pounds ; and in the simple 
process: of obtaining letters of adminis- 
tration, they are mad* progressively 
enormous, according to tha amount or 
personal property tworn to, although the 
trouble to the officer of Ihe Court is no 
greater in one case than in another, in

Why. than, the granting of let tars 
of administration in a larger estate ahould

If it 
is right that the son of an intestate who 
dies worth £1D,IKK> should pay three or 
foar times the money for procuring the 
legal control uver the estate which it de- 
manded for the time object from the re- 
presentative of a smaller estate, why 
ahould not the former representative pay 
three or four tines the usual price for the

THE 1SDIAK ISLANDS. 
Although it ti vexatious to know that 
the results of the arrangement, by which 
Qrtat Britain relinquished her conqnrati 
in the ! astern seat, have beta the trans- 
formation of her political ally into her 
commercial enemy, and the repression of 
that growing commereial connexion, 
which, from in friendly and mutually 
advanlageoui nature, bade fair to cement 
and extend her influence uver all that 
valuable and "delightful region or the 
sun." Yet, it cannot be truly said that 
Ureal Britain herself was, at the time uf 
her adhesion to that self-denying ordi- 
nance, altogether en fait to the duliei 
which were required to be performed, or 
to the tdiantagi-s which might be gained 
by a civilised commercial slate in the 
proper conduct of its intercourse with the 
iilanders. Perhaps, therefore, had the 
greedily retained her political position, 
the might have lost in dignity of charac- 
ter, in the amount of confidence reposed 
in her by the predominant European Go- 
vernment!, and in the continued mainte- 
nance of pacific relations, which she hai 
for thirty yean enjoyed, more than ihe 
would have retained by the retention of 
the Indian dependencies, of her old Pro- 
testant illy. Much of what rhe has tuit 
baa, in fact, been made up to her by the 
establishment of the free port of Singa- 
pore, and mote it evidently in preparm- 
liun in the womb of the future. The 
evils of the Dutch domination, though by 
no meant unfelt by Britain, have fallen 
most heavily on the people of the iilnnds, 
and, by just retribution, on Holland her- 
self, eJhe has lain like an tncubtis on the 
breast of the territories subject to her ; be- 
tides which, she has, contrary to the lawi 
of nalioni, constantly anuoyed and inter- 
fered with the legitimate proceedings of 
the neighbouring rajahs and their sub- 
jects, whom , although weak er than herself, 
the has been wholly unaWe to reduce to 
subjection, or to conciliate. Disturbed 
and restricted by her in the prosecution 
of their peaceful occupation! of fiihing, 
agriculture, and barter, they have, in self- 
defence, rewrted to imuggling, to revolt, 
and to piracy. They have thus retaliated 
upon her, Shealsofindtihatheriiitlitu- 
tiooi are not adapted to attract their fa- 
vourable regard, — that her vicioui mono- 
polies are but starving her own 
general commerce for the benefit of a 
few, — that Iter government eitahliihroenti 
are extremely expensive, — and that, 
owing to the formidable rivalry of Singa- 
pore, the only free port the hat made, 
namely Rhiu, has provelan entire fai 
lure.

We now approach the north-west or 
Java, and, at Balavia will not be greatly 
out uf our w.iy, we may assume that we 
have liberty to touch there. We tnuit 
now be careful in our navigation on 
account of low islands and coral reefs, the 
former clothed with luxuriant verdure. 
We puih our ticry way amongst the un- 
explored group of the thousand islands, 
and outstrip the ships of burden, the 
native prabus, and fishing- boats with yel- 
low mat taili and outriggers nearly as 
numerous. We round Ontang Point and 
ran through the shipping, at unnking 
speed, and let off our tfntisi near the 
mouth of (he river, perhaps we lie along- 
side one of the piers erected for contract- 
ing its current, with an alligator *-head 
feeding on garbage. 

There is little iudocement now for any 
mere palling stranger to laud at Batavta, 
and he ought retotutely to avoid sleeping 
ashore, at least in the town, which is no- 
toriously unhealthy, The suburbs, bow- 
ever, and the interior or the island are 
quite the contrary — temperance, avoid- 
ance of the sun's rayt, tnd caution againat 
damp, being tufficient ai preservative! 
against the reputed ills that Europe flesh 
i* heir to. The island ii certainly beau- 
tiful, with good roads, and there ii 
good society if a man baa introductions and 
time to cultivate it. It is alleged that 
Ike British commercial gentlemen are of 
inferior cute, and deficient in puliteese, 
cornered to those of twenty years ago, 
and that consequently th* Dutch families, 
retaining the manners of the old school, 
have become more exclusive and Ji Bit nit 
of access. But when once thit shyness ii 
overcome, there is always a hearty exer- 
cise of hospitality, 

Samarang it situated between :!00 and 
■Mm milei to the eastward or Bala via, on 
the north coast of Java. There is now 
Tcely one English merchant, monopoly 
having rooted out several.

It it flanked by the island of Madura, to 
the north-east, in the narrow channel be- 
tween which and Java we past. Sonra- 
baya is dissimilar from Balavia and Sa- 
marang, having an air of cheerfulness and 
activity. Owing to the splendid teak 
forest! in the neighbourhood, which we 
observed from deck, a great anion nt of 
carpenter-work and repairs tothipping are 
done here. It is also a place of consider- 
able trodr in all sorts and sites of vctieti 
tu all quarters. The situation it under- 
stood to be healthy, and we believe there 
i* a laiger proportional retort of English 
hither than to Bat acta. The harbour it 
perfectly secure and well defended. A 
narrow rivtr, but very deep, and navigable 
an hundred mi lei from the tea, flows 
thrflagh the town.

After leaving the crowded weds of 
Singapore, the steamer for Australia will 
probably proceed through the Straits of 
H!i io, baling the group or inland* uf 
Bintang on the left. The scenery it 
beautiful. Rhiu has the character of 
being healthy. It is governed hy a Dutch 
Resident, and protected hy a iwall gar- 
rison and fleet. The fleet has done good 
service against the Led rone and other 
pirates, and the Commander's hospitality 
and kindness to shipwrecked British iea- 
men has on more than one occasion called 
forth from the Singapore Chamber of 
Commerce a vole and letter of thanks. 
The islands of Gallang and Lingin will 
probably be poised on theit east side . — 
of these we tjttd no account j -and then 
we enter the Strait* of Banca, with that 
island on our left. The chief settlement 
(Minto or Muntok) is a poor town, and 
very unhealthy from (as is thought) 
having the low swampy shores of Sumatra 
opposite. The iilaud is famous fonts 
tin mines, which produce s clear revenue 
estimated at half a million dollars annu- 
ally. It ha* great capabilities uf toil and 
of scenery, but they Itr dormant. All the 
labour in the mines, and in the cultiva- 
tion of a little pepper, ispcrformed by 
Chinese. The very rice eaten by them it 
brought f torn J ava. The Malayi on the 
sea coast are idle, subtitling by fiihing 
and leas creditable means. 

The Iilaud of Sumatra on the opposite 
tide of the Straits is also uuturally fruit- 
ful, but its appearance ia unattractive, the 
coast tame and low, and extremely un- 
healthy. Palembang, one of its settle- 
ments, ii nearly opposite to Minto.on the 
east tide or the island . Bencoolen, onte 
the chief settlement, is on the went tide. 
Spices were once cultivated with eminrnt 
suet est. but after its transfer in IHiS, 
most of the capita lists retired, and the 
prctiurc of duliei, charges, and harassing 
reatricliotis, ruined the rest. Suma- 
tra is now of no commercial im- 
portaucc. The wharfs erected at 
Bencoolen by the English have disap- 
peared. Its harbour is dangerous half the 
year. Its anchorage it seven miles from 
the landing place. Fever and ague cha- 
racterise ill climate. Tigers and ele- 
phants infest ila forests. Indolence, pride, 
poverty, gambling, revenge, theft, lying, 
robbery, murder, kidnapping children, and 
open slave markets, and oppressive inter- 
ference with the dispose] of labour and 
commodities, are features of Ihe popula- 
tion and of the Government, to which 
they are imperfectly subject. Imperfectly 
subject we say, because, to add to the 
erilt afflicting this rich and valuable 
island, it! internal population carry on 
continual wars of a marauding character 
against tbe Dutch, who cati only disperse, 
not disable them. 

Tbe navigation of the Straits of Banca, 
down which we suppose ourselves in the 
steam ship to be proceeding, ia very intri- 
cate. The Straits are more than a hun- 
dred miles long, and in the narrowest pert 
tbe Bounce and Sumatra shores approach 
within teren miles uf each other There 



Java ii to extensive that we cannot em- 
brace in thit notice all that is desirable. 
The soil is fertile and cnlli rated. The 
climate agreeable , tbe scenery magnifi- 
cent. The people are induttrious, art 
decidedly disposed to agriculture, and 
make excellent teamen. They are mild 
and docile, easily disciplined, and strady 
Df conduct. We tpeak of the true native 
Javanese : for the inhabitants of lava are 
uf all races, characters, and countries. 
The face of Ihe country it highly im- 
proved. Its productions exported as ar- 
ticle* of trade are, coffee, pepper, sugar, 
and rice, — teakwood for shipbuilding, 
dyed calico of an inferior quality, and 
ponies. The markets of Balavia and 
Sourabaya ate abundantly supplied with 
ffesh, fish, fowl, and vegetables. The 
choicest fruits are the matigistatr , dutin n ,arni 
■haddock, tis also the pine-apple, toorsop, 
butnn, rose-apple, guava, duokoo, and 
sixty different kindi of the plantain and 
banana.and (last, not least in value) 
itrawberries in the mountains. Indigo 
planting hat been carried on in various 
parti of Java , and the export is about a 
million and a half of pounds uf excellent 
quality. Tea hat been tried. Cue-na- 
tion. } 

Those who are fond of hunting, attended 
with some danger, would be well satisfied 
with Java. The alligator, the rhinoceros, 
tiger, black tiger, tiger-rat, leopard, the 
boa-constrictor, are very common in the 
riven aud forests 

Betides expurtiiicr, about a million pe- 
cula (i.e. lixty thousand tons) each of 
coffee, rice, and sugar, there is a great 
trade in tin. pepper, hides, and indigo, 
etc., and there used to be a atill greater in 
other rvsmtnoditiet, now almost wholly 
trautferred to .Singt|iore. 

Slarery is atill permitted — coercion is 
in useeven towards the paid labourers — 
and all the wretched effects of a narrow 
cummercial syitem ate every where ap- 
parent
